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THE  WHIRLIGIG  OF  TIME 


OME  years  ago,  in  one  of  our  cities,  there  was  an  inter- 
collegiate athletic  meet.  Late  at  night  one  of  the 
college  men  proceeded  to  commit  a  nuisance  in  the 
corridor  of  the  leading  hotel.  A  bellhop  started  to 
do  his  duty  on  the  premises,  but  colleagues  of  the 
offender  made  efficient  action  impossible. 

A  major  in  the  federal  army  was  asked  recently 
why  so  many  college  graduates  failed  to  secure  commissions  in  the 
army.  His  reply  was  ready:  "When  one  of  these  graduates  is 
ordered  to  straighten  up,  he  often  takes  the  order  as  an  insult  and 
grows  sullen;  and  of  sullen  men  we  cannot  make  officers."  The 
war  gave  commissions  to  a  fair  number  of  bellhops — they  had 
learned  to  obey;    we  have  been  unable  to  secure  as  many  officers 
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who  have  had  a  college  education  as  we  should  have.  For  the 
men  themselves,  who  will  be  often  subordinate  to  uneducated 
men,  the  line  is  applicable: 

"Nor  all  your  tears  wash  out  a  word  of  it." 

There  is  perhaps  another  cause  of  the  failure  of  so  many  of 
our  college  graduates  to  live  up  to  their  opportunities.  Few  of 
our  graduates,  with  the  exception  of  the  engineers  and  agricultural 
students,  have  any  manual  dexterity,  except  the  comparatively 
useless  dexterity  which  our  rough  sports  give.  There  is  probably 
nothing  which  gives  so  much  immediate  happiness  and  self-con- 
fidence as  a  marked  degree  of  manual  dexterity  in  some  line.

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OUR  NEW  PRINCIPAL 
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RIENDS  and  students  of  our  school,  new  and  old,  will 
be  interested  in  the  following  concerning  the  char- 
acter and  fitness  of  Dr.  Keith  for  the  position  he  has 
been  elected  to  fill  at  Indiana: 

Professor  John  A.  H.  Keith,  President  of  the 
State  Normal  School  at  Oshkosh,  Wisconsin,  has  been 
unanimously  elected  Principal  of  the  State  Normal 
School  at  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  to  succeed  Dr.  James  E.  Ament, 
the  present  principal,  who  has  resigned  his  position  in  order  to 
assume  the  headship  of  the  National  Park  Seminary  at  Washington, 
D.  C,  at  the  end  of  the  present  school  year. 

Professor  Keith  is  a  man  forty-seven  years  of  age,  in  the 
best  of  health,  and  his  family  consists  of  a  wife  and  two  children. 
He  graduated  from  the  State  Normal  School  at  Normal,  Illinois, 
in  1894,  having  at  that  time  two  years'  experience  in  country 
school  work.  The  two  years  immediately  following  this  he  spent 
in  the  Training  Department  of  the  Normal  School  as  Principal  of 
the  Grammar  Room,  resigning  that  position  in  1896  and  spending 
three  years  at  Harvard  University,  taking  the  degrees  of  A.  B. 
and  A.  M.  He  was  selected  as  assistant  to  Dr.  John  W.  Cook, 
president  of  the  largest  normal  school  in  the  state  of  Illinois,  and 
remained  there  for  seven  years,  devoting  most  of  his  time  in  the 
field  of  psychology  and  pedagogy.  He  then  returned  to  Normal 
as  Principal  of  the  Training  Department  until  November  1st,  1907, 
when  he  was  elected  President  of  the  State  Normal  School  at 
Oshkosh,  Wisconsin,  which  position  he  has  relinquished  to  come 
to  Indiana. 

Professor  Keith  has  published  a  book  on  "Elementary  Educa- 
tion, Its  Processes  and  Problems,"  and  has  contributed  rather 
widely  to  educational  literature. 

Dr.  Cook  says  of  Professor  Keith  that  he  has  great  executive 
ability,  as  well  as  great  ability  as  a  teacher,  and  that  he  is  unsur- 
passed in  his  grasp  of  the  purpose  of  the  normal  school  and  in 
the  method  of  working  out  that  purpose. 

Professor    Glotfelter,    President    of    the    Training    School    at 
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Oshkosh,  says  of  Mr.  Keith  that  he  ranks  high  among  the  educa- 
tional leaders  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  that  he  is  a  man  of  quick 
and  clear  perception,  acts  promptly  and  confidently,  and  that  he 
has  been  an  able  director  of  his  faculty  during  his  ten  years*  presi- 
dency at  the  Oshkosh  Normal  School,  and  that  no  other  of  the 
nine  normal  school  presidents  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin  has  had 
assigned  to  him  by  the  Board  of  Regents,  work  of  such  importance 
in  the  line  of  presenting  needs  and  claims  of  normal  schools  to 
legislatures,  and  in  the  line  of  building  and  general  constructive 
work,  as  has  Professor  Keith. 

Dr.  David  Felmley,  President  of  State  Normal  University  at 
Normal,  Illinois,  says  of  Dr.  Keith  that  he  has  shown  an  unusual 
power  to  influence  men,  as  well  as  to  inspire  confidence  in  his 
fellow  teachers  and  the  students  under  his  charge,  and  that  he 
did  not  know  of  any  other  man  in  normal  school  work  who  could 
be  more  highly  recommended. 

During  his  stay  at  Oshkosh  a  fire  destroyed  a  large  part  of 
the  Normal  School  plant,  making  the  construction  of  a  new  plant 
necessary.  Mr.  Keith  has  raised  as  much  as  $375,000  for  this 
purpose,  and  has  under  way  a  large  part  of  this  new  constructive 
work. 

The  Brewers'  Teachers'  Agency,  which  was  largely  responsible 
for  sending  Dr.  Ament  to  Indiana,  recommends  Professor  Keith  as 
one  of  the  best  state  normal  principals  in  the  West.  The  state  of 
Wisconsin  enjoys  the  enviable  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  fore- 
most states  in  the  Union  in  the  matter  of  education,  and  Dr. 
Keith^with  his  experience  in  that  state  will  make  a  most  valuable 
man  at  the  head  of  the  Indiana  Normal  School. 
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ATHLETIC  OUTLOOK 


EVER  in  the  past  ten  years  was  the  athletic  outlook 
at  Indiana  quite  so  dark  as  when  the  institution 
opened  its  doors  on  September  11,  1917,  for  another 
year's  work. 

Out  of  a  squad  of  half  a  hundred  men,  who 
appeared  for  daily  practice  in  the  fall  of  1916,  very 
few  returned  to  Normal  this  year.  Putts,  Creighton, 
Melican,  Dillon,  Radman,  Hill,  Crawford,  Dickson  and  Williams 
were  the  only  men  left  out  of  Normal's  crack  1916  squad,  and  on 
the  opening  days  of  school  few  new  men  appeared.  Before  the 
end  of  the  first  week,  however,  several  very  promising  men  enrolled 
and  reported  for  practice  at  Normal  Park.  Among  the  new  men 
the  most  promising  are  the  following:  Jones,  a  husky  fullback 
from  Du  Bois  High;  McMillon,  a  product  of  McDonald  High; 
Blackwell,  a  sturdy  youth  from  Erie  High;  Sandomire,  a  promising 
backfield  man  from  Schenley  High,  Pittsburgh;  Kellogg,  a  heady 
halfback  from  Allegheny  High;  Johnston,  a  stocky  boy  from 
Indiana  High;  Shingler,  a  light  but  courageous  boy  from  Pitcairn 
High;     Haley,   a   powerful   end   from   Millersville   Normal;    Wal-

bridge,  a  seasoned  guard  from  Mansfield  Normal;  McGrew  from 
McDonald  High;  Cawley  from  Lock  Haven  Normal;  Gould  from 
Woodlawn  High,  and  several  men  without  previous  football  train- 
ing. 

The  squad  settled  down  to  strenuous  work  in  order  to  pre- 
pare for  the  hard  row  it  will  be  called  upon  to  hoe  towards  the 
last  of  the  season,  and,  judging  from  the  way  the  men  take  to  the 
system  used  at  Indiana,  it  looks  as  though  Normal  will  be  up  in 
front  when  the  Scholastic  Championship  of  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania is  decided,  late  in  November.  Normal's  decisive  victory 
over  the  strong  Clearfield  High  boys  by  the  score  of  104  to  0,  in 
the  opening  game,  here  on  September  29th,  spells  trouble  for 
contenders  for  the  Normal  School  Championship  of  the  State  and 
Scholastic  Championship  of  Western  Pennsylvania. 

It  is  in  keeping  with  this  article  to  mention  Indiana  men  who 
received  commissions  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  many  of  whom  were 
well-known  athletes  here.  Captain  McLain  and  Lieutenant 
Pierce,  of  Company  F,  10th  Pennsylvania  Infantry,  were  former 
Normalites.  Among  the  recent  students  we  can  name  Lieutenant 
Timberlake,  Lieutenant  Frick,  and  Lieutenant  Trainer.  Out  of 
last  year's  football  team,  Lentz,  a  star  tackle,  was  made  First 
Lieutenant  of  Artillery,  and  Bush,  a  fast  back  and  crack  quarter- 
miler,  was  commissioned  Second  Lieutenant  of  Cavalry  in  the 
Regular  Army.  Johovics,  Pettier,  List,  Jack,  Ruffner,  Alexander, 
and  Lytle,  all  crack  athletes,  are  now  in  the  service  of  Uncle  Samuel, 
In  addition.  Normal  lost  many  more,  among  whom  were  the 
following:    Himler,  Haffner,  McKenzie,  Myers,  Reed,  and  Haagen. 

Carroll,  of  track  fame,  and  a  former  Indiana  sprinter,  is  already 
in  France,  and  so  is  Enke,  of  the  1917  graduating  class. 

Indiana  Normal  is  justly  proud  of  her  athletic  teams  and 
honored  by  the  great  number  of  young  men  who  have  gone  to 
serve  their  country.  They  were  clean-cut  athletes,  who  played 
courageously  but  squarely.  They  seldom  knew  defeat,  and  when 
the  command,  "Up  and  over!"  reaches  their  ears,  they  will  fight 
with  the  dogged  determination  which  brings  success.

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NORMAL  CONSERVATORY  OF   MUSIC   BEGINS  PROM- 
ISING YEAR'S  WORK 


HE  Normal  Conservatory  of  Music  began  the  year's 
work  under  the  most  favorable  conditions  and  the 
enrollment  is  larger  for  the  fall  term  than  it  has  been 
VUA/  I  in  many  years.  The  students  that  are  coming  in 
C^JCgO  are  well  prepared  and  the  quality  of  work  done  this 
^WH^  J|  season  should  be  unusually  good.  Several  of  the 
graduates  are  returning  for  further  preparation,  and 
most  of  the  others  are  actively  engaged  in  teaching.  The  high 
standard  that  has  been  established  here  and  the  thoroughness  of 
the  work  done  have  attracted  several  students  who  show  unusual 
talent.  The  different  departments  are  crowded  and  all  of  the 
teachers  report  a  very  full  schedule  for  this  term.  The  violin 
department  is  now  in  charge  of  Miss  Miriam  Stevenson,  a  product 
of  the  Spiering  School  in  Berlin  and  New  York,  and  she  is,  in 
addition  to  being  a  splendid  teacher,  a  very  successful  performer. 
She  will  in  all  probability  open  the  series  of  Faculty  Recitals  with 
the  assistance  of  one  of  the  other  members.  Miss  Farlin  has 
returned  from  a  very  pleasant  summer  in  New  York  state,  and  is 
enjoying  splendid  health  after  her  vacation.  Mr.  Colburn  and 
family  spent  the  summer  camping  at  the  lakes,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Stout  visited  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  where  Mr.  Stout  spent  some 
time  in  post-graduate  study  at  Syracuse  University.  Miss  Wright 
spent  the  summer  at  her  home  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  the  Misses 
Reinecke  and  King  spent  their  vacation  visiting  relatives  and 
friends  in  this  state.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stewart  remained  in  Indiana, 
and  are  now  rejoicing  over  the  arrival  of  another  member  of  the 
Conservatory  Faculty,  John  Orr  Stewart,  III,  who  will  no  doubt 
be  assisting  his  father  before  long  in  cultivating  voices. 

The  Conservatory  seems  stronger  and  is  producing  a  higher 
grade  of  work  than  formerly;  the  students  are  performing  work 
that  will  compare  very  favorably  with  that  of  students  in  any 
other  school  in  the  country;  the  Faculty  has  been  strengthened 
and  the  standard  of  work  has  consequently  been  raised.  It  is

The  different 
choral  organizations  are  a  credit  to  the  school,  and  the  artist 
concerts  by  members  of  the  Faculty  are  events  that  attract  the 
attention  of  the  entire  student  body.  The  outlook  for  the  Con- 
servatory is  most  promising,  and  teachers  and  students  seem  very 
enthusiastic  in  beginning  another  year's  work. 
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HIS  year,  as  for  the  last  twenty-five  or  thirty  years, 
the  whole  class,  two  hundred  and  forty-one  Seniors 
and  three  hundred  and  seven  Juniors,  passed  the 
State  Board  examinations  successfully.

We  record  with  unusual  sorrow  the  death  of  Harry  C.  Christy, 
which  occurred  at  his  home  on  South  Seventh  Street  on  the  morn- 
ing of  September  1 3th,  on  his  fifty-fourth  birthday.  Just  a  week 
before  his  death  Mr.  Christy  was  mortally  stricken  with  apoplexy. 
Slight  hopes  were  entertained  several  times  during  the  week  that 
he  would  recover,  but  these  hopes  proved  vain.  He  had  lucid 
intervals  during  which  he  seemed  to  realize  that  something  terrible 
had  happened  to  him,  but  was  unable  to  communicate  his  thoughts 
to  members  of  his  family. 

Mr.  Christy  and  his  brothers,  Walter  J.  and  Edwin,  were 
educated  at  the  Normal  School,  from  which  institution  four  of 
his  sisters,  Maude  A.,  '77;  Louise  H.,  '79;  Kate  S.,  '88;  and 
Marion  F.,  '96,  were  graduated.
